Fifty houses were blown down and 
two women killed by a tornado which 


swept the town of Hennessey, about 
thirty miles northwest of here about 
4:30 o’clock this 
afternoon. 
Mrs. 
Mar> Holmes, a widow, was instant­ 
ly kiled. 
The name of the other wo­ 
man is unknown. 
The property loss 
is placed at over $50,000. 
I he tornado also struck the town 
of Hayward, north of 
Hennessey, 
’n here several houses were demolish­ 
ed. It is not know'n whether any one 
was killed there. 
A report from Perry states 
that 
twenty-five houses were blown down 
there. 
No deaths there were report 
ed. 


One 
boy, 
James 
Beasley,

sought refuge in the Riverside sec­ 
tion house, north of Yukon, is sup 
posed to have met death when the 
building was demolished.
